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On 2 May 1950, at four o’clock in the doming, an ejiplosion occurred in 
the meteorological station of the Borongaj airfield that reportedly 
destroyed the warehouse containing synoptic files, instruments, and 

theodolites, it is suspected that the explosion was intended to 
affect the warehouse where the hydrogen cylinders are stored that are used 
to inflate balloons. 


2. Although attempted sabotage was reportedly suspected, the airfield 

issued a communique to ifa© effect that the explosion was caused through 
tampering with hydrogen 
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
